SHAW JURY IS COMPLETED 


Panel Okay 
Ends 14 Days 
Of Selection 

An all-malc, predominately white jury finally was com- 
pleted today to try Clay U Shaw on charges of conspiring 
to kill President John F. Kennedy. 

After 14 days of frustration, the final alternate jur«>r 
wa.'i agreed upon shortly before^noon today, completing the 
12 jurors and hvo nltemates neoM for the trial to proceed, 
nte trial then was recessed until 10 a. m. tomorrow. 

Shaw, a 55-year-old retired businessman, is on trial b» 
nre Criminal District Judge Edward A. Haggerty Jr. Dis* 
•net Attorney Jim Gan*son charges he conspired with U'e 
Harvey 0?.,va]d ami otliers to kill the President, .shot to 
death in Dallas Nov. 22, 1963.
